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APPLE SCAB INFECTION 
— - 


“Conidia from infected bud scales and 
adjacen} tissua as @ main source of primary 
infection with the apple scab fungus,’”’ was 
the title of a lecture given by Mr. R. McKay, 
B.8e., A.R.C.Sc.1., Department of Plant 
Pathology, Albert Agricultural College, Glas- 
nevin, Dublin, at a meeting of the R.D.S. 
Scientific Society, yesterday. 

A definite relation was shown to exist. he 
said, between the severity of apple scab on 
the trees in 1936, and the number of infected 
buds occurring in the dormant season, and 
also between ths number of such infected 
buds and the outhreak and development of 
the disease in 1937.

Mr. DE VALERA said it was de facto 
recognition, and there was no question of 
de jure recognition, Generally, States pro- 
ceeded in that way. They could not do 
atherwise. They were merely recognising 
an existing fact, and not how it came 
about, the rights or wrongs of it, or 
the merits of it. They had been for years 
dealing with Italy, and negotiations 
had beer going on for’ the appoint. 
ment of a representative at the 
Quirinal. To a certain extent the 
negotiations were suspended during the 
time of sanctions. Sanctions had failed. 
Were they, then, to put aside their 
original intention, which was made before 
this thing happened at all, to have a Lega- 
tion in Italy? Or were they to wait in 
order just to be at the tail ? 

He was not suggesting that they wanted 
to be in the front, but he did suggest that 
they ought not to wait to the tail and say: 
“ There will not be so much about it now, 
because others have done it.”” He thought 
that they were doing what the national 
interests suggested. They were not re- 
cording any judgment on the quarrel. 
They had to ask themselves whether they 
were going to send a representative of 
theirs and establish that Legation. They 
were in no way prejudicing the ultimate 
result of the quarrel, and he was certain 
that they were not interfering with their 
f.iend, Italy. They were only doing what 
any other State, having advanced to the 
stage that they had, would do in making 
that appointment. 


THE LAST 25 YEARS 


Mr. W. O'BRIEN (Lab., Tipperary) 
said that if the President looked back over 
the last twenty-five years he would 
recollect that there were a great many 
facts that he was not prepared to recognise, 
such as the domination of this country by 
England. The President also was not pre- 
pared to recognise that the Dail was 
established in 1922.
